and black mustache. 


Mrs. Cote was a handsome woman. She 


was shorter than her husband, with black

ACCUSE GREEKS OF WORKING 


FOR LOWER WAGES. 


A Fight Results and Police 


Are Called. 


Lowell is seriously threatened with a race 
war which may "bo marked by bloodshed 
in which Frenchman armed with stonew and 
clubs will array themselves ngainst Qruaka 
with knives and clubs unless checked 
immediately by some stringent measures 
upou the part of tho police or municipal 
authorities. 


This trouble has been brewing almost 


since the arrival of the Greeks in Lowell 
and it came to a head ou "Wednesday, ac- 
cording to reports. 


It name about in this way. 
Heretofore 


tho Frnnch found, plenty of work in the 
mills ot tho city, particularly those in the 
vicinity ot Little 
Canada, at certain 


wages. 


When the Crocks came to Lowell they 


sought work in these mills! and it is nald, 
offered their Hervices nc less wages than 
the French wure getMug. As n result 
the Greeks found no difficulty in supplant- 
ing many of tho French operatives, who 
for the moat part have largo families de- 
pending upon them.

God-send in that they fiould once more 
find employment. 


But report s:iya they were not nt all suc- 


cessful In their quest .of work, ns tho 
Greeks again got in ahead of Lhetn by go- 
ing to work at lower wages, and hence 
the ill-feeling of the French against the 
Greeks. It was once stated la a letter to 
The Sun by a Greek that certain over- 
seers in sooio 
of 
the mills 
received 


considerations of S5 and upwards for every 
Greek put to work in. the mUla, but llttlo 
credence, was given the letter tiS the 
time and no one Jias hinted such a thing 
iu this recent case, all sides agreeing that 
the Greeks are successful because tbuy 
work for leas wages. 


On "NVednesdny afternoon it is said somo 


Frenchmen who had been refused worlc 
set upon a Greek, who had obtained a job, 
and pummelled him. He told his country- 
men and they looked for" satisfaction. 
Several scrimmages are said to'have taken 
place in Little Canada, but Officer Len- 
non, who is a hustler, broke them up be- 
fore any great harm was done and he tele- 
phoned to the police station the state of 
affairs. 


Late in the afternoon "Wednesday Offi- 


cer Hollaud, who patrols market street, 
noticed about 100 Greeks • loitering about 
their boardiug houses between Jefferson 
and Suffolk (streets in groups and evi- 
dently in earnest consultation. 


He ordered them off the sidewalk and 


they retired to the bouses buc toward bell 
time they were noticed to leave In small 
groups and proceed In the direction of the 
mill. "Word was scat the police station 
and about six policemen were sent down 
there. 


In the meantime the French, wore not 


idle and about six there were droves of 
Frenchman iu LUtla Canada, some with 
sticks, it Is said, awaiting any attack. 


Several small fights are reported lo have
